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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show coil body is 
located on the pole shoe, as in claim 2 and described in the specification. Fig 4 of the 
application shows that the coil body (28) is integrally extruded from the pole shoe. There 
is no drawing illustrates the coil body is located on the pole shoe, i.e., the coil body is 
positioned above or onto the pole shoe. 

Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 

enablement requirement. The claim contains subject matter, which was not described in 

the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 

with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

In claim 2 recites the limitation of a "coil body (28) is located on the pole shoe (15)", 
i.e., the pole shoe is located at the position above and onto the coil body. However, the spec 
and the drawings do not provide description to enable one skilled in the art to make such 
structure. Fig Idoes not clearly how show the coil body, let alone shows coil body (28) is 
located on the pole shoe. Only Fig 4 shows the coil body (28) integrally extruded from the 
pole shoe (24). 

Thus, in light of the spec and Fig 4, the above recitation is understood as "coil body (28) 
is located radially from the pole shoe (15)" 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1, 2 (as understood), and 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being fully 
anticipated by Suzuki et al (US 5,852,335). 

Suzuki discloses (figs 1-5) a stator for an electrical rotor motor comprising: 

at least one stator pole tooth (21), a pole shoe (30, 33-34) with a coil body (27, 32) 
integrally extruded from the pole shoe, and at least one preassembled coil, which is wound on the 
coil body and inserted onto the stator pole tooth (col 1, lines 60-63) and secured to the stator pole 
tooth by means of the pole shoe, wherein: 

the coil body is located radially extruded from the pole shoe (figs 3-5); 

the pole shoe is made of a magnetically soft solid material (fig 4); 

the coil body comprises at least one electrical connecting pin (25). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, 
if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Suzuki et al (US 

5,852,335). 

Suzuki discloses the claimed invention, except for the added limitations of the pole shoe 
is secured to the stator pole tooth by means of press fit. 

Those skilled in the art would understand that selecting an abutment technique to secure two 
structural components to one another is a matter of obvious engineering design choice, which 
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require only necessary mechanical skills in the art. Evidently, as disclosed by the applicant 

that, besides press fit, any other type of mounting is feasible. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the pole shoe feature so that it is pressed fit to the stator pole. Doing so would 
ensure firm abutment therebetween, and such mounting technique is obvious mechanical skills in 
the art.
